DEATH AND DISASTER. 



Fearful Loss of Life by the Collapse 
of a L'uiiaiiie: in New 
York. 



TLe Ruins Catcli Fire and Those who 
Mere Not 'First Killetl were 
Burned to Ueatli. 



Nkw Youk, Aug. 22. — A ilreuilful dis- 
a.slcr, attended with great loss of life, 
occurrcil in this city shortly after the noon 
hour to-day. Men, women and children, 
who after the week's weary toil wore within 
a few minutes of the usual Saturday holiday, 
met their death liy the fall of Taylor's 
liuililiuf,', Nos. OS and 70 Park place, any- 
» here from HO to TiO persons were killed. 
.Six had been taken out dead at .5:30 o'clock, 
and these were only from the edge of the 
street. How many are in the 
ruins nobody knows, neither is it 
known what caused the collapse. It 
may have been an explosion, or the build- 
ing mil}' liavc fallen because it was over- 
weighted, or by tlie vibration of tlie presses. 
The building was condemuod thirteen years 
iiRo. .Some persons s iid that the boiler in 
the basement exploded. Whatever it was, 
the wreck was complete, and the havoc 
awful. The front wall of ihejbuilding was 
torn out and duslicd into a heap of ruins, 
which extends from across,! and partly 
blocked the street. Following the crash 
cumc an outbreak of ' flame, and 
in ten ininutca all thai! was left 
of the building was ' a solid 
wall of fire. A terrible loss of Tfe oceurroil 
in the Hudson restaurant, which CHeiipied 
the ground floor. It was a very pnpulur 
little restaurant and was well (illed. An 
eye-witness of the ilisaster says tliat at the 
tiiin' rif l!i<^ explosidn fully .")0 pcri-ouH were 
.seal'.d Ml the tallies, and in nd lition to this 
nuniber there were the waiters, cooks, pro- 
prietor ami cashier, who, if the (estimate of 
eiistoiuers is corn ct, would swell the list of 
dead ill the ristauiunt alo/ic to .'iS or fiO. 
Just exactly at what moment the 
explosion took p'ace is unknown. 
It was probably nearer 20 iiiiiiules pusl I'J 
o'clock ihiiii lialt-p.ist, so that only those 
who slnil doHu the moment tlie hour for 
knocking oil" w<ii-k came and at once left the 
building escaped. One thing only is cer- 
tiiin anil lliat is tliut every one of those 
unfortuiuitcs, who were in the buildini; 
when the awful crash came, were cither 
crushed to death or burned alive. In uddi- 
tion to Kberlo & Co., there weix; a number 
of other firms in the building. ,So 
far ciglis bodies have been removed 
from the mins of the disastrous lirn. At !) 
o'clock a Tcil glow still emanating frcmi the 
depths of the ruins proved that the fire 
was still burning. Two streams were kept 
constantly playing on the ruins nndwillbc 
continued, duriop: tlie qntir, >i^bt. Ldter 
in the evening, electric -liglits ' wei<e^Bt^n^g 
up in tlic vicinity of the ratii9, amd a force 
of laborers wore put *o work clearing away 
the debris. A strong force of ipoliue kept 
a surging crowd back at the east and west 
end of'the block. There were manry-enquiries 
madelby people who tried to {lass through 
the Ifiro lines and search, 'the ruins 
thcBiselvps for, possibly, lost frionds. Un- 
til the ruins are thoroughly coaked and cer- 
tain dangerous portions of the wreck re- 
moved, it wilt bo impossible to rertovo any 
bodies. There are wild ramopH about of 
poskllile horrible revelations when the 
smouldering flames have been entirely put 
out, and no ollicial will evtii venture an 
opinion, only sliaking his head sadly at the 
thought of what the wreck before theip will 
bring forth.

The Chiliitn bark Pisugua, Captuiu 
Angel Bendenito, an Italian, commanding, 
has been drifting; about in the Straits fur 
two or three days past, und only reached 
Royal Roads, where she was to receive 
orders before proceeding to Moodyvillc, 
yesterday. 

The first person to board her was a Vic- 
toria stevedore, whom (he captain called to 
one side, and in broken Engltah asked to bring 
police at once. Seeing one niau in chains 
on the deck, and not being able to under- 
stand Bendenito, the stevedore returned to 
the city and reported the captain's request 
to the agents of the ship — R. P. Bithet & 
Co, They in turn eoinn.uniciited witli th 
firovinoial police lioadcjuurlers, and the 
filot carried fcjergt. Luiigley und Ollicur 
Hunter to the ahi\) at 10 o'clock. 

Tiie captain received them with profuse 
explanations, the greater part of which were 
incomprcliuiisible, aiul (liroolinl the a.rrtst of 
liis liiat mate, a Dane, luuiiud llaiiH .leiiHcii, 
;i seainuii, Juliua Hiinsoii, also a iiativo of 
Deiiinark, anil l'"ranU Ijaiiiiar, a yciniig 
.S\V(;,!o, who \v:iM in cluaiip. To remove 
thcau rKjuireil half an liom'.s sleaily work 
with the colli clii.^el, anil il i.s a rertainly 
that had ilie aliip met wilh un ucLideiit at 
sea, Lannar would have been diDV.ncil like 
a rat. 

All efToi ta to arrive at tlie teerot of tli 
trouble were given up until the prison i-f 
were placed in the cell.s at the provincial 
look-up. Then the captain expluiuud hi-i 
oau.su ol con. plaint. He charged that from 
the time the ship le't Pisa({ua, the niate hail 
undertaken to rule the ship. He hud made 
friends with the crew, and, having gotthcni 
on his side, practically set llie captain at 
defiance, paying no heed to hia directions as 
to tiie guidance of the ship, and 
encouraging the men before the 
mast to imitate him in disrespect. 
The trouble culminated m open refusal to 
work, which was got over by the captain 
promising extra pay. Lannar, who was a 
etowawuy from Chili, was charged with 
stealing a bale of canvas ; the two others 
with mutiny and insubordination. 

The other side of the story was given by 
Alate Jensen, and is corroborated in every 
detail by his two compnniq;is. They were 
seen at the provincial lock-up, finishing a 
meal which they pronounced the best they 
had tasted in mouths, and were quite will- 
ing to talk. .Jensen speaks good lingliah, 
and began at the beginning — with the sail- 
ing of their ship. Sdid he, "The ship be- 
longs to Valparaiso, and sailed from I'isa- 
KU>. on .June Otb. in ballast for liloody ville, 
to load a return lumber cargo. We had a 
crew of all nations, and after we bad been 
out two days found two ttowaways on 
tboarii, anxious to get awuy from Clnli; 
snaking 15 all told on board. The 
captain, who is one of the most peculiar 
men I have ever sailed with, told me to lix 
the watch's. I made ibem the same ua in 
the Knglinli ships, ami everything went 
•smoothly for a while. We had head winiLs 
ami a long passage, and I suppose this put 
the cuptain out. I could never understami 
him. At any rate he talked to the men in 
the fon castlu Binl told them he'd give them 
S20 a month instead of ,5iO if they'd work 
• the dog watches. They agreed, and did 
work Uie dog watches, until the food got 
■'80 bad that no matf could live on it. The 
>meat was fairly rotten, and then the men 
•could not get enough to keep them. That 
was the only time that any one refused 
-work. Kverytime anyone passed the cap- 
tain it h.ad to be " hots ofif " — he was great 
■on the dignity part of it. 

" I don't know what lie has against me. 
I have carried out his every order to the 
letter, and always respectfully. About the 
■canvas, 1 had the roll in my room, and 
IFansen needed some for a pair 
of pants ; I gave it to him — 
it's a very common thing. Afti-rwards one 
of the men Ciune to mo with the report that 
Lannar had been stealing canvas. 1 report- 
ed to the captain, and he gave orders to i)ut 
tlie boy in irons. There were no regular 
irons on ahii). so half-inch eh lin ahacklcH 
were rivetted on bis legs, and be was kept 
that way ever since. That will be seven 
weeks ago Monday. I^vory night the cap- 
tain liimaelf locked hiui up, ami it's prcciou.s. 
'little lie got to eat." 

The boy d'-es not look any the worse for 
•Jiis imi)risonment, but he says he is very 
.glad to get his leg.s free again. Ilavini; se- 
, cured counsel, the captain is anxious 
-to push bis case against his niru here, but 
. as all are foreigners, from a foreign ship, 
< the question ofjurisdiction arises. How it 
will be decided is yet to be seen. In the 
imoantime, the mate and his companions 
■will remain in the cells, although no change 
ilios yet been entered aguinst tliein.

either of wool or of mutton should bo im- 
ported. 

The British Columbia climate is well suit- 
ed to sheep, and the rough mountainous 
character of much of the laml of the main- 
land and island alike is just what sheep do- 
light in. Sheep, ho regards as the bestlielp 
the settler can have to clear bis land of 
braekeua and brambles, while as for their 
interference with cattle, Mr. Minto scouts 
the idea. Good grass and rich white clover 
always follow the sheep. The American 
I'acilic States can, with difHonlty, supply 
the demand made upon them for sheep pro- 
ducts, and the reason why they are not more 
largely raised is because of the ravages made 
upon the flocks, in some sections, by bears 
and panthers, but here it would pay well to 
keep sheep on a largo scale and employ 
special herders. The clinuite of almost the 
whole of IJritish Columbia is as milil aa that 
of North Britain and Scotland, where the 
sheep industry is most successfully prosecu- 
ted, and with well crossed, hardy grades, a 
profitable trade might be done, the demand 
being always extensive for wool and 
mutton. 

The soil and climate here are splendid 
for raising turnips, upon which sheej) nnght 
bo protitubly fed for the butcher after they 
hau dono their part towards clearing the 
land and at the same time growing wool. 
The Americans do not pay as much scien- 
tific at teution to sheep culture as they 
might do, und if British Columbians only 
go to work i)roperly tliey may raise sheep 
that at twenty months will bo ripe for the 
market, while ficcpicntly it is the custom 
to feed them for four or live years, 

Mr. Minto is an enthusiastic protection- 
ist, and ..-peaks loudly of its benetits to the 
Uuiteil States.

Ottawa, Aug. 15. — Chargea of corruption 
brouglit by Reformers against members of 
the (Jovernment or the Conservative piirtj-, 
sink into insigiiiliciince compared villi the 
astoundinj; revelutious, which have beon 
made in tbe Senate Railway Committee, 
• this week. Tlie evidence given, yesterday, 
reveals to the worhl one of the moat bare- 
faced swindles ever perpetrated by membois 
of a responsible Ciovei nnioiit, and a viola- 
tion of public tiust unecjiialled in the unuiih 
of the English speaking race. I'^r the con- 
sideration of SIOO.OOO, .Mr. lOinest I'acaiul, 
editor of L'lOleeteur, .Mr. .Morcicr'a riglit- 
iiand man, his confidant and his political 
nianii^tir, undcrujtjk to seciir'c from tlie 
I'nn'incial tJovci-niiiont of Qin'liec, subsulits 
iimountin; to §'_'.S(),()0(), for the liaie des 
Clialeurs Ruilway. Mr. I'acaud's "con- 
.sidenilion " was 100, (101), and rather tlian 
lose the s'jr--''!y .'\rn.stroni,', the prime 
mover ill the roiid, coiiseiilcil to part with 
lhat lunninit, Of this sum I'ucnid himself 
pocketed SliO.OOO. How the halanee was 
used hus not yet been fully disclosed, but 
the worst feature of the case is that Jhe 
money comes from the Uomiiiion Treasury, 
tlio §100,000 letter of credit having been 
redeemed with federal funds deposited to 
the credit of the Provincial (iovernmeiit in 
the way of provincial subsidies. So out- 
rageous was the proposal made to the 
cashier of the Union Bank, relative to dis- 
counting the letter of credit, that ho refused 
to be tt party to it at tirst, but eventually 
the credit was discounted. Mr. Pucaud 
has sought safety in fliglit, but there are 
yet n certain number of men in the country, 
who know something about the tratsaction 
and will be nibde to tell what they know. 
Meanwhile, as showing how keenly the 
Liberals feel the disgrace into which the Que- 
bec boodlofa have brouelit the party, it may 
be stated that Mr. Lauricr, in a letter to 
the Citizen, to-day, washes his hands alto- 
gether of responsibility for Mr. I'acaud's de- 
parture. Mr. Pttcuud, it appuars, usked 
-Mr. Laurier's permission to take a trip to 
Europe, the Opposition leader being one of 
the stockholders and arlireclorof L'iOleeteur 
Printing Company. .Mr. fjuurier says that 
this recjuest was granted before the Senate 
cominitteo commenced investigating the af- 
fairs of the Haio des Chaleurs railway, but, 
singular to say, L'Electeur itself, gives an 
entirely dilforent version, and shows clearly 
that the conference between I'acaiid and 
Mr. Laurier took place since the enquiry 
was opened. The Opposition leader evi- 
dently recognizes that his Queheo friends 
are in the hole, otherwise he would not have 
taken the extraordinary step of repudiating 
his connection with Pacaud. l>asC week i 
gave Eome informa'.ion relative to the rail- 
way itself, hut, in view of theextraordinary 
interest which has been aroused in conncc- 
tiou with the Company's uil'airs, it may not 
be out of place, at this juncture, to refer to 
the matter a little more fully. The road 
hag been built for a distance of (JO miles at 
an expense to the IJoininion authorities of 
S.VJoiOOO, and 40 miles have yet to be built. 
When the work of construction came to a 
standstill, owing to a dispute amongst the 
original promoters, the Qaebec Legislature 
came to the rescue with a land grant of 
800,000 acres, which was converted into a 
cash subsidy at the rate of 35 cents 
per acre, or $280,000 in alt. This 
was to be given to any new company wiiich 
would undertake to complete the line. The 
new company, of which Mr. Armstrong is 
one of the leading members, undertook, in 
consideration of the Qnebec bonus, to us- 
sunie the outside liabilities, and Mr. J. C. 
Langclier was appointed to act as agent for 
the iMercier adminibtratiou in adjusting and 
paj'iug the accounts. Armstrong was chief 
contractor, and he iirofessed to have a claim 
against the old coiiipaiiy for $'Js;i,(.)()(i, but 
agreed to accept .'?175,0()0 for hi.i claim. As 
previously stated, he gave .•?100,()l)0 to Pa- 
caud, mill kc]>t Sl' I,I)00 for himself. NVliere 
the So 1 ,1100 remaining went to no one ap- 
peared 10 know until yesterday, when it 
seems that even this was boodled by the 
Rouge polit ici.Mis. Accoriiing to theoflicial 
ret iii ii.s, there are (iO miles <if the llaic des 
( 'iialeiiis rai Iway ill o]itration, on it being 
only three locomotives, one lirsl-class c.ir, 
one eecoud-clasH car, five cattle and box 
cars, and sixteen platform cars. No figures 
are given as to Iriiflic, revemii', operating 
expenses, etc., and, with all the i|uarrelling 
and lioodling, the prospects uliead for the 
company appear to be anytliiin; but bright. 
The promoters are about to go to England 
to bond the road for Sl!0, 000 per mile, but 
it is liariUy likely, in view of lecent revida- 
ions, that tlie nmney will be raised. Tlio 
Senate committee, having ]mt its shoulder 
to the wheel, will not rest until it has 
probed the mutter to the very bottom, and 
there is good reason for it, from the fact 
that Dominion taxpayers are just as much 
.interested us tlie Quebec people thorn- 
elves. 

TESTI.MOSIAI.S TO M I N' ISTKllS.

Cartwright's resolution, which was adopted 
by the Honse of Commons yesterday, that 
the acceptance of gifts and testinic/niuls 
on the part of ministers of the crown or 
members of their families, from contractors.

sound adminiatration, and calculated to 
bring parliaminlary government into con- 
tempt is one with respect to which thei e 
can he little illerence of opinion. There 
may be cn.'^es, of course, of the acceptance 
of a sm ill yift or memento without a iiiei- 
cenary idua piissiiig through the mind of 
either dmior or recijiient, but as a rule the 
best course for u minister to follow is to 
refiis'e to accejit any present whether great 
or small. It was clearly evident, however, 
that Sir Richard C'artwriglil was not so 
much dc.sirous df e'liunt'iiil ing the principle 
as to strike a Mnw at Sir Hector Laiigi;vin. 
As everybody knows, .Sir Hi'ctor has been 
the recipient of two testimonials, one of 
cash made in ISKIi, ami amounting to about 
$'2'J,000, iind fliiee years ago of a service of 
plate value<l at .'51,,")00.

A PROFlTMiLB ENQUIRY. 

Tho "Anecdotal Life of Sir John Mac- 
donald," by E. B. Biggar, which contaijis 
many good stories about Canada's great 
statesman and some that are not so good, 
shows how a man with ability, and tho 
energy to use it, can rise to the highest 
position in thia country, though not pos- 
sessing any of what are generally called ad- 
vantages. John A. Mbcdonald was not 
high born and he had no influential con- 
nections His parents were what people 
wlio move in what is considered "good 
society" denominate " common people." 
His father, when in America, kept a little 
country shoi), aiul afterwarils became the 
owner or tenant of a grist and carding mill, 
and his relatives on thia side of tho .At- 
lantic sei med, witbinit exception, to have be- 
longed to the same class as his father. They 
all posaetsed very limited means and had to 
stfuggle hard to get on in the Hugh 
Macdonald'a only son liiul no advantages of 
education. He attended the district school 
along with the boys and girls of the neigh- 
borhood, and he wiis for a short tinu! a 
pupil in the Kingston Ciranunar 
School. At school he does not 
ap|)iar to have distinguished himself 
except in the study of malhemalica. Many 
people will be surprised to learn that Sir 
John 3IaedonaId had a mathematical head 
on his shoulders. Hut this a[)[)ears to have 
been the case. With this sleuder educ.i- 
tional outfit .Joliii A. Macdonuld began '.lie 
battle of life, aa a law atiulent. He suc- 
ceeded so well that ho was admitted to the 
Uiir as Boon as he bad attained his niajority. 
Ever after that he took his pluce among 
men, and we do not see that'the very b st 
of those with whom he associated, in his 
long and brilliant career, looked upon 
liiiii aa in any way their inferior He 
never showed that his education was ul all 
defective. He was in every respect equal 
to any position he attained, and he not 
only acquitted himself creditably, but he 
shone in the moat brilliant and the most 
refined society. He was regarded by ao- 
complished scholars na a man of culture, 
and his manners were thoae of a highly 
polished gentleman. No one ever spoke or 
even thought of Sir John Maudonald as "an 
upstart." How was this ? Because he 
was by nature a gentleman. He was, when 
tho occiision recjuire.l, dignified enough, hut 
he was always natural and without a trace 
of pretension, or insolence, or arrogance. 
Kvcry one, the humblest as well as the 
highest, felt at his ease, when with 
Sir John Macdonald. Tho consequence was 
that as ho rose in the world ev.ery 
one accorded to him the respect that was 
hia due, not only ungrudgingly, but cheer- 
fully and with alacrity. Il seemed as if 
the people considered that he hid a natural 
and unqueatioaed right to every position hn 
attained and to every honor that was con- 
ferred upon him. 

Voung men who have their way to 
m ike in the world woulil do well to study 
carefully the career of Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald. Those who are favored by birth, those 
whoae ancestors have made a place for 
them in sooiety, who have infiuentinl 
friends and who bod the opportunities of 
intellectual improvement that tho best 
schools alford, may ask how it waa that thia 
Scotch boy, who had none of the advan- 
tages that they possess, was able to win 
his way to tlie higlirest positions, to asso- 
ciate with the most favored and the most 
cultivated men as their peer, and to exer- 
cise over his countrymen for a long series of 
years a most extraordinary influence. U 
they can think out an answer to thia (pies- 
tion they will Iw convinced that it will re- 
quire aomethiug more and something lietter 
than the advantages upon which thqy set 
such store, and of which they arc bo 
prouil, to enable them to make their mark 
in the world. There were tbousanils of Sir 
ohn M.acdonald'a contemporaries wlio 
started in life with inlinitely better [iros- 
pccls than he, who appeared to have more 
ability, and who certainly had more friends, 
more money, and a nnich superior education, 
of v.liom the world has heard nothing. 
There is food for thought in this. What 
the secret of .^ir dolrn .Macilonald's 
ss and that of in uiy others who began 
the bat til? of life under circumstances equally 
unfavorable ? 

The lad who is discoiirnged because he 
has no friends to give him a start in life;, 
and who must begin ll.e race, as he con 
aiders, very poorly and inadequately pie- 
pared, should be enoourageil when he studies 
the life of the Canadian who achieved great- 
ness, yet, whose social position and intel- 
lectual outfit were not 80 good aa his own. 
Let him try to find what moral quality or 
what mental endowment contributed moat 
to Sir John Macdonold'a success. The en- 
ipiiry will do him good in many wais. He 
will not, wo venture lo say, proceed very 
f.ir before he discovers that Sir John waa at 
every stage of his career a self-reliant man. 
Ho depended on himself, and had folth in 
his own ability and his own j-esources. He 
was not perpetually looking to bis friends 
for advice, or depending on them for help.

Connolly then began lo plead, ami drew 
a grajihic pictme of what one could do with 
.^,'>. 0(10,000. He coiichuled by saying : 

"Why, with that siuu you can go lo 
Europe, ami live like a princi?." 

"Ves," said Mr. Jones, "but I should 
know that I was a rascal. I cannot con- 
sider your oflfer, or any oll'er, not to publish 
the facts in my possession." 

KDl TO III A L CUMM ENTS.

MUiNlCIPAL ASSESSMENT. 

To TiiK Editor ;— In j-our report of tbo 
proceedings of the Municipal Court of Revis- 
ion, I observe this liingUDgo : 

" The Act rc(|uire3 all land an:l the im- 
provements as well to 1)C afBcased ut iheir 
full cash value, wliicli liiis lieen done this 
year by Assessor NoillicDtt. lu previous 
years property and iiii])roveiiient.s Imve been 
rated atxiiit two-thirds their actual value, 
and the increase of the predciit year does 
BoL seem to be correctly luulerstood hy 
many citizens, who are inaUinj; a vif^orotii 
protest." 

If you had said that if the story current 
is correct, then the Municipal Act, respect- 
ing the assessment of property, had not been 
complied with in 188',) and IS'JO, you would 
liavc V)cen nearer the fi.cts of the case. fSee. 
11!) of the Municipal Act, IKS',1, says: "Real 
property shall be estiiiuitcd at its actuil 
cash value, as it would be appraised in pay- 
ment of a just debt from a solvent debtor." 
Real property, in the Statute of 1881), means 
land, and the improvements thereon. 

The Act of IS'JO does not change the lan- 
guage of sec. 119 of the Act of 18S!), but 
{^Ve the Cmmeil power to make, hy by-law, 
a distinction bct« cen the laud and the im- 
provement, whereby land would have been 
' estimated for the purpose of assessment in 
excess of n per centaj^e upon its actutd 
cnsli value not exceeding eii;bty percent., 
or improvements in excess of fifty per cent. 
As the Gonncil, however, did not avail it- 
self of this power, and did not psss either 
.or both by-lnws, it is needless to consider 
now the amendment made by the Act of 
1800 to sec. 119 of tho Act of 18,S9. Sec- 
tion 120 of the Municipal Act of 1891 says : 
"If tlie Council of a municipality do not 
pass a bj'-law to the contrary, under the 
authority conferred upon them by see. 121 
of this Act real property shall be estimated 
ut its actual cash value, as it would bo ap- 
praised in payment of a just debt from a 
solvent debtor." 

As the Council have not passed the by- 
law referreil to in sec. I'Jl, it follows that 
real property (and this term in the Act of 
1891 includes the land and improvements) 
to be legally assessed must lie cstiliuited at 
its actual cash value. The valuation of 
property, as far as the law is concerned, is 
therefore in precisely the same position in 
1891 that it was in 1889 and 1890. If your 
assertion is accurate, it follows that 
the assessment o' property in 1889 
and 1890 at . about two-thirds of 
its actual cash value was not 
made in accordance with the Act. It 
seems strange that an assessor should i^;- 
iioro a clear provision of a statute, which 
should be his only guide. la it not more 
liltely that the valuation, last year placed 
upon property, was in the assessor's estima- 
tion, and that of the Court of Revision, the 
actual cash value at the time, and that the 
increased- assessment this year is made 
because the assessor considers the actual 
cash value of the property has increased. 

The principal difficulty in adopting this 
view IS, that the assessed valuation of 
improvements has largely increased this 
year? 

By what process can a building, which 
has not been repaired or enlarged, increase 
in value, so as to cause the assessor to con- 
sider that its actual cash value is '2'> per 
cent, more than it wns last year. 

I am inclined to lliink tliat, while the 
building must ha\ e deteriorated, the vulifo 
of the land may possibly have increased in 
some cases ; that, however, does not 
justify the assessor in assessing the valua- 
tion of the improvements since 1889. It is 
to be hoped that the attention of the 
Coiu t of Itevisioii, now sitting, has b-ien 
culled to tliis matter and tlu.t the assessor 
Auil be instructed to reduce his assess-nents 
upon improvements, all through the 
Roll.

SMELT OUR OWN OEES- 

To TUE Editor ; — It may seem some- 
what presumptuous for n non-resident of 
'your province, which is looked to by the 
r^st of the Dominion as tlie standard in 
mining matters, to address to you a sugges- 
tion in relation to mineral development 
which, up to the present, I understand has 
not been acted upon. 

After having spent some time in the in- 
terior of this province, tho information I 
have ncquirt'd leads niC to tho opinion that 
the two most pressing factors which roturil 
the speedy development of the immei.He 
mineral weallli of this province are: 
firstly, the want of free admission of our 
lead ores to tlie United .Stati s, oi' llic im- 
position of a siiiular duty on lead coming 
from abroad to that levied by the Uuiteil 
.States — namely, \ }. eent.s jier pound, the 
same as wo now have on leiid pipe and shot, 
and about four times our jiresent duty on 
lead. 'I'his should apply t(|ually as in the 
case of the U. S. dutj' to the lead in ores 
also Secondly, the opening up by rail- 
M'aya of coal tiehls, whicli have coal of a 
(juality capable of furnishing good coke for 
smelting. 

If I an) correct nould it not immediately 
hasten the aceon'plishment of these objects 
if the Board of Trade in tho province passed 
resolutions, as soon as possible, reennnnend- 
ing tho Dominion and Provincial Oovcrn- 
lUtatB tJ luao oiieedy action in the iiiatte'r '! 

An exi)ression of opinioii uiuininuiii-ily 
agreed to by the Legislative Assembly of 
liritish Colunibiti regarding the duty on 
lead wotild have erost weight at Ottawa. 

Liberal aid given to railway companies, 
which would give coke to smelters, is a 
matter that both the Dominion ami thi'. 
Provlneial fiovernmcnts might well deem of 
premier moment. 

Wo well know that to tlie south of the 
boundary line tho same mountain ranges, 
com)K)sed of the same rocks, produce the 
tho largest amount of silver and gold j-aiscl 
in any country iu tho world. 

It vtp croaiu anything like a similar [ ro- 
(Iuction> which is (luitu wltliin the boutds 



of possibility, the question at onco arises 
how are we goiug to smelb the ore ? 

At present the ore must be shipped to the 
United States smelters, or coke nuist be 
brought in from the southern part of Wash- 
ington at great expense. 

It may be said that timber is abundant 
and charcoal available. 

At preieut the smelter as Revclstoke is 
running on a mixture of coke (imported) and 
chni'coal. 

The manager, Dr. Campbell, informed me 

a few daj-s ago that he has found tho char- 
coal from the soft woods of the province 
[)nietically useless, and he has to rely on the 
coke, as tho heat obtainsd from tho chiircoal 
was quite insullicient to smelt the ore lie 
was running on. 

The coke <|uestion is so intimately con- 
nected with the mineral development of tlie 
proTinco that it cannot be ignored. There 
are excellent coking coals in the Nicola 
Valley and in the Crows' Kest Pass. Rail- 
ways lire necessary to develop them, and it 
would be in the best interest of the province 
at largo for the Provincial (iovcrnuieut to 
pursue, ill regard to thorn, that liberality 
and wisdom, which lias up to the present 
distinguished it, in mutters relating to 
mineral development. 

I might add with reference to the lead 
question, that The Miner, of Nelson, a re- 
markably creditable and well edited paper, 
has recently given this matter miicli at- 
tention, ami able articles on this subject 
appear in its issues, particularly those from 
.July '2o to August 8, inclusive. 

Trusting that the Boards of Trade in the 
Province may deem these matters of suffi- 
cient importance to warrant their aiteution, 
and with apologies for so far trespassing on 
your valuable space,

SHEEP HUSBANDRY. 

To THE Kditok : — A projioi to Bomn con- 
versation had with one of your staff iu 
regard to sheep husbandry in British 
Columbia, it may be of interest, as a matter 
of history in the development of the in- 
dustries o"f the (;oast, to say the original 
settlers of B.C. were amontfst tho foremost 
promoters of sheep husbandry on the North 
Pacitic slope. 

An association of Americans, in 1842, 
went from Oregon to California fOr tho pur- 
pose of buying cattle and horses, and met 
thero .Jacob P. Leace, an American, who 
wai the owner of 900 sheep. Ho was per- 
suaded by the Orcgonians that he could sell 
his sheep well by driving them to Oregon, 
as the settlers there wanted all kinds of 
grazing stock. He yielded to their repre- 
sentations, and joining their enterprise 
reached the Willamette with more live 
sheep than he started with. There was 
.some loss by swiimning the streams, but the 
increase in lambs overbalanced that. The 
larger half of those sheep were purchased 
by leading men of the Hudson Bay Co., and 
became the property of the Puget yound 
Agricultural company, and were put under 
the supervision of Dr. W. 1". Tolniie and 
brought to graze on the Nisi|ua!ly I'lain?, as 
one means of adding btrengtli to the liritish 
claim to the north bank of the Columbia 
river, which most of the II. 1!. Co. 's servants 
hoped would fall to them when the Oregon 
boundary <|nestioii should be setiled. 'I'hese 
sheep were improved uniler Dr. Tolmie's 
care by importation of rams from Britain. 

After the (iiiestion of boundary wus 
settleil, tlie?e tloeks (steadily increasing) 
were disposed of, preparatory to the retire- 
ment of the pro-British iiiteresta, to the 
north of the boundary line, and . Dr. Tolmie 
drove to, and sold in, tho Willamette 
valley settlements over 1,500 shcfp, im- 
proved by crosses with the Merino, South 
Down and Leicester.

The Yisltingr Fleet Keriewed by the 
Queen— A Gala Day at Ports- 
luouth. 



The Shores Crowiled With Tens 
Thousands of ISpectators — A 
Fine Siffht.

PoKTSMOUTii, Aug. 21. — Queen Viotoriu 
visited the French fleet at 2 p. iii. When 
the signal to dress ship •was given, all the 

British will' voascla siulileiily bioiiglit out 
their hunting, dying niaases of l)riglit thiga, 
of iill sliiipea imd many coloiii. Tlio French 
fleet alao dreased ship, and the three lines of 
warsliipa riding a neiit sea, wluch Icept lliem 
tugging at their anchors, oppedred a re- 
markable scene. The Queen embarked upon 
the royal vnclic Alberta, at Ejst Cowoa. 

H. M. «. "Invincible fired a royal salute. 
Outside llie liurhor the Alberta ran along- 
side the royal yiioht Victoria, ii luuxl- 
sonie vi'Hsijf i)f 2,470 tons, luid iho 

I, )ueen wiia tiansfurrcd to that larger and 
aafor vessel. Tlie Victoria and Alliert 
weie acconipaiiicd hy tlie royal yaciila Al- 
hert and Oalioriie. A luui'lier of private 
steam yiu-ht.4 and several steamers, loaded 
with pleasure-seekers, startc il fur Spit head 
in oriier to review the l''rencl> ami Ih'itiah 
Heels. As snon us the Victoria and Alherl, 
flying the royal standard, eiitereil tlie lines 
ot «arsliipa, M. M. S. Caniperdown, the 
Ih itisli lliigsliip, signaled to man the yards, 
and with wonderful rapidity the Idue- 
jackcl s sw ii nied up and out, When the 
Vicli) ia ami Albert entereil the line of 
ironclads royal t-alutes were hrcd from tlie 
British ships, and as tlie royal yiicht ap- 
proached the French squadron the vessels 
composing it also thundered out royal 
salutes. 

After passing down one of the lines of 
the British and French wur vessels the 
Victoria and Albert returned up and in 
doing so hrouglit up along the French flag- 
ship Marengo. The French connnander- 
in-ehief, Admiral Gervais, then went on 
board the royal yacht and pr.id his respects 
to the Queen of England. 'J'lie Adnural 
and the Queen conversed together for some 
time, exchanging international compli- 
ments of the usual order, and then, the 
Admiral, returning on board his thigship, 
the Victoria and Albert, continued her slow 
stcHniing througli the lines ot battleships, 
and, that ceremony completed, the war- 
ships again belched forth another series of 
royal salutes over t'ortsmonth waters. 
During the re* iew the shores of the Isle of 
Wight and the neighborhood of Portsmouth 
wore crowded w ith tens of thousauds of 
spectators. 

In conversation with Admiral Gervais, 
when she received him oo lioard her yacht, 
the (^ueen saiil : " I am delighted with the 
spectacle and pleased with the appearance 
of your ahipa. I hope you will have a good 
voyage home." This evening the French 
and Knglish otiicers were bancjuettcd hy 
Adnural Karl Clatiwilliam, ut the ofiicial 
residence. It was u hrilliant atl'air, closing 
with a ball. 

Adverse weather, to-day, partially mar- 
red the review, but as far ua tlio (^Ineen was 
able to insure it, nothing was lacking to 
honor and gratify France. The (Jueeii sac- 
rificed portion of lier highland holiday 
purposely to witness tlio review, and fur- 
thei-, compelled tlie attenilance of the lords 
of the admiralty, wlio wanted to spend the 
recess abroad. The Portsmouth author- 
ities have incurred the anger of the 
"Jingo" press hy inviting French 
officers to inspect our latest inventions in 
naval warfare, under the guidance of olli- 
cers compi'tent to explain tlicir uses. The 
only possible cause for dissatisfaction that 
the French government could entertain is 
the absence of Lord Salisbury, which de- 
prives the review of foreign oiEce ap- 
provaL 

Toe French crows are disappointed that 
Friday, a Catholic fast day, was chosen for 
the chief ceremony, while on Sunday, a 
feast day, they are offered no kind of enter- 
tainment. It was noticeable at the review 
that the Frenchmen were leas brisk than 
the English in firing salutes.
